Their Com- 
munity numbers twenty-four Sis- 
ters, two of them from Ireland, 
eight of them from France and the 
rest Koreans. For our use we have 
a very nice (and large) church,

Fort Wayne—F our priests of the | 
Diocese of Fort Wayne who have 
been serving as Chaplains in the 
Armed Forces of the United 
States are now at home on ter- 
minal leaves or for brief furloughs. 
Of the Chaplains, two, Fathers Jo- 
seph Lenk and Nelson Sullivan, 
have been given permission by the 
Most Rev. Bishop to continue their 
service in the Army and Navy. The 
other two, Fathers Timothy Doody 
and Ignatius C. Vichuras are re- 
ceiving their discharges. 

The Rev. Joseph Lenk, an army 
chaplain with the rank of major, 
a native of Fort Wayne, is 
on terminal leave from Camp 
Atterbury, Ind., since January 15 
and is visiting his father at his 
home, 1149 Grant avenue, and a 
brother, Dr. George Lenk, 1119 
Maxine Drive, who is also on term- 
inal leave. Father Lenk will be in 
the city until April 1 and officiates 
daily and on Sunday in his home, 
parish, St. Mary’s. 

Father Lenk was an assistant at 
St. Lawrence’s church, Muncie, fol- 
lowing his ordination, June 3, 1939. 
till May, 1943, when he left to 
enter the service. His course 
preparatory for the chaplaincy was 
pursued at Harvard University, 
Cambridge, Mass. He was then as- 
signed to the 91st Infantry 
(Powder River Division), Camp 
White, Ore. 

After maneuvers on the Bend, 
the Infantry moved to Camp Adair, 
Ore., later to Camp Patrick Henry, 
Va., an embarkation point, sailing 
for overseas in, Feb., 1944, and 
landing in Oran. After seven weeks 
amphibious training with the 
Seventh Army preparatory for the 
invasion of Southern France, Chap- 
lain Lenk went to Italy. He served 
with the 363rd Regiment of the 
91st Infantry division, part of the 
Fifth Army in Italy. 

After the war’s end he served | 
with the 91st Infantry of the Army 
of Occupation in the disputed terri- 
tory, Venezia Guillia, with the 
British Fighth Army. Returning to 
United States in September, 1945, 
Major Lenk went to Camp Rucker, 
Ala., and later to Camp Atterbury,

Washington, Jan. 28—(NC) — 
The National Council of Catholic 
Women must be “among the fore- 
most” in responding to the recent 
appeal of the Holy Father for aid 
to the suffering children of war- 
ravaged countries, writes Mrs. 
Thomas G. Garrison, president of 
the NCCW in her Monthly Message 
to Affiliated Organizations. “Sure- 
ly it is a cause nearest to the heart 
of all women, the welfare of chil- 
dren,” she adds. 


The Encyclical of Pius XII, 
which enjoins Catholics to leave 
nothing undone to promote the ma- 
terial and moral safeguarding and 
betterment of the children of the 
world has given a “new impetus” 
to the appeal from War Relief 
Services-N.C.W.C. for continued 
work among women’s groups to 
provide clothing for the children 
and Sisters. of devastated coun- 
tries, Mrs. Garrison writes.

Of Collectivism 


Urges Capital And 
Labor To Work For 
The Common Good

Vatican City, Jan. 26.-(Radio, 
NC)—The need “to infuse the 
breath of spiritual and moral life 
into the very framework of in- 
dustrial relations” was stressed by 
Pope Pius XII yesterday in address- 
ing a group of Italian industrialists 


and workers received in audiences, 


The Holy Father told employers 
and employees that the occasion 
had a particular moral and social 
significance, since the fraternal 
meeting of the two groups should 
lead to a fruitful understanding 
between them for greater increase 
in national prosperity and _ civil 
progress. 

“There is an erroneous doctrine,” 
said the Pope, “which affirms that 
you, the representatives of labor 
and you, the possessors of capital, 
are destined, as if by natural law, 
to be in reciprocal combat, in bit- 
ter and implacable struggles, and 
that industrial peace can be se- 
cured only at this price. 

“However, you understand in- 


stinctively, without need of too sub- 


tle reasoning, that social peace, if it 
is to be rational and human, cannot 
be attained by pure simple elimina- 
tion of one of the parties to dis- 
putes, since in such a case that 
labor peace which gives life and 
vigor to public and private economy 
would be destroyed. 

“Nor, indeed, can it be thought 
that through ecollectivist organiza- 
tion, which would follow therefrom,

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Church In Greece 
Wins Prestige 
During War 


Opposition To Nazis, 
Charity To All, Win 
Respect Of People 


BY MAX JORDAN 

Basle, Jan. 28.—Catholics in 
Greece have emerged with added 
prestige from the war according to 
Apologetische Blaetter, Swiss Cath- 
olic Action organ published in 
Zurich. The paper quotes Kadoz- 
mir, Catholic newspaper of Athens, 
saying that all the Catholic Bishops 
_and priests of Greece were found 
_free of any taint of collaboration 
with the nazi or fascist invaders. 


| There are only some 35,000 Cath- 


olics in Greece, representing 9.6 
per cent of the population, and 
there is one Bishop in Athens. The 
faithful belonging to the Latin Rite 
number 33,000, the remainder be- 
longing to the Greek Rite. To- 
gether they are organized in 45 
parishes. The schismatie Ortho- 
dox Church has about seven million 
members. 

All through the war Catholics 
in Greece have done a yeoman job 
in contributing their share to pub- 
lic charities. Cooperating with the 
Vatican, Swiss relief agencies and 
the Red Cross, they provided 1,289 
tons of food to the people during 
the first two winters of war. Some 
17,000 people received hot meals 
daily through their efforts. Almost 
6 million meals were distributed to 
adult poor and nearly 1.3 million 
to children. Inmates of concentra- 


tion camps were provided for 
wherever possible. Many Jewish 
refugees were supported. The 


blockade was relaxed bv the Allies 


through the good offices of the Holy 
See at the initiative of the Greek 
Catholics. 


The Catholics of Greece count 
among their victims of nazi perse- 
cution Bishop Gregorio A. Vontesi- 
nos of Syros, who was arrested be- 
cause he had given shelter to per- 
sons persecuted by the Gestapo, 
and the Rev. Chrysostomus Vasil- 


ion, who was executed by the Ger-.

In the Life of Luther by Chytraeus we read that Obsopaeus 
in writing to Camerarius said: “They say that Melanchton be- 
haves like a man in the pay of the Pope; that he lauds the Popedom 
with the best of them.” Writing to the same Camerarius, Melan- 
chton admitted that charge. He wrote: “Shall I give my real 
opinion? I would restore Bishops both their power and their 
Unless the Church really governs, the 
new tyranny will be worse than the old one.” 


Tyranny Executed By Civil Rulers 


The new tyranny would be executed by civil rulers. To one 
of them, the Landgrave of Hesse, Luther and his co-workers 
granted the permission to discard his legitimate wife, Christina 
of Saxony, who had been married sixteen years and had eight 
children, in order that he might marry Margaret von Saal. This 
took place on March 4, 1540. Would Philip of Hesse, living there- 
after in a state of adultery, be saved only because he “trusted in 
the merits of Christ?” 

The extreme to which Luther carried his doctrine of faith 
(trust) in the merits of Christ is indicated a hundred times in 
his Table Talks, of which we havesa complete copy in German 
printed in the sixteenth century. He had said to Melanchton 
(August 21, 1521): “Sin and sin strongly, but believe more 
strongly. Be a sinner and sin boldly, but more boldly still believe 
and rejoice in Christ, Who is the conqueror of sin... Sin cannot 
separate us from God even though we were to commit fornication 
or murder a thousand times in one day.” (Grisar III, 196). 


Even Frederick the Great, who himself was a Protestant 
ruler, said (Memoirs of Brandenburg): “If you wish to reduce 
the cause of the progress of the reformation to simple principles, 
you will find that it was the work in Germany of interest; in 
England of lust; and in France of a liking for novelty.” 

Calvin, in his Commentary on Second Epistle of Peter, wrote: 
“Among a hundred Evangelicals, scarcely one can be found who 
became an Evangelical for any other motive than to be able to 
abandon himself with greater freedom to all kinds of pleasures 


and lusts.”

‘Slanted’ Stories 


Indicate It Is Wrong 
For Americans To 
Protest Against Reds 


New York, Jan. 28.— (NC) — 
Looking back upon the _ secular 
press coverage of the “Friends- of 
Frank Fay” rally held at Madison 
Square Garden, here, January 10, 
Catholic newspapers in the metro- 
politan area observe results that 
give “convenient examples” of 
“both straight and slanted re- 
porting.” 

The Tablet of Brooklyn charges 
“the Daily Worker and PM assailed 
the meeting apparently on grounds 
that it was subversive for Amer- 
icans to assemble and protest 
against Communism.” The paper 
points out that the rally was 
organized to protest a censure of. 
Mr. Fay. This came as an after- 
math of an address by Harold 
Laski, British Labor Party chair- 
man, speaking by radio from Lon- 
don to a gathering in Madison 
Square Garden last September 24, 
in which he attacked the Catholic 
Church. The Tablet says the papers 
gave “but little’ advance attention 
to the rally and some carried 
“doped” articles, “based on ma- 
terial supplied by the ‘Anti-Nazi 


.Non-Sectarian League.’ ” 


Richard Reid, Editor of The 
Catholic News, here, writing in his 
column “By the Way,” asserts that 
“the Post and PM stories in refer- 
ence to the meeting were brazen 
smears, seeking to make it appear 
that the gathering was a rally of 
Fascists and Nazi sympathizers.” 

“The Madison Square Garden 
meeting,” said Mr. Reid, “was ar- 
ranged by ‘the friends of Frank 
Fay.’ It was not sponsored by the 
Catholic Church or any of its of- 
ficials; naturally many Catholics 
were active in it, especially since 
it was an attack on the Vatican and 
therefore on the Catholic Church 
which oceasioned it. The Commun- 
ists and fellow-travelers have held 
many meetings in Madison Square 
Garden with anti-Catholics in the 
principal roles. Catholics did not 
get excited about them. But the 
leftists are indignant because a 
meeting was held to protest an at- 
tack on the Catholic Church there.” 

Charging that “Walter Winchell 
attempted to torpedo” the rally, 
The Tablet says the columnist- 
commentator “threw no smears” at 
a Communist gathering held in 
Madison Square Garden a few days 
later. 

The Tablet says Frederick Wolt- 
man in his World-Telegram story 
paid “special attention to eight or 
ten members of the 20,000 audience 
whom he disliked,’ while Mr. Reid 
noted that. “Mr. Woltman char- 
acterized Joseph Scott (one of the 
speakers at the rally) as an ‘apolo- 
gist for Franco and West Coast 
attorney.’” “Mr. Scott,” says the 


editor of The Catholic News, “speci- 


fically said that he was no apolo- 
gist for Franco, but that given his 
choice of Franco and the killers of 
priests and nuns he was unhesi- 
tatingly for Franco.” Mr. Reid then 
cites more than 15 lines of distinc- 
tions and honors which have come 
to Mr. Scott, and which he said Mr. 
Woltman might have cited instead 
of dismissing him with the char- 
acterization he used.

Why Navy Dumps New Quonset Huts On Guam 
While Priests Beg Chance To Buy Them For 
Churches—And There Are Many Strange Doings 


BY THE REV. PATRICK O’CONNOR, S.S.C. 
Guam—(Delayed).—‘“I can’t figure it out,” muttered 
the Marine, looking vast the palm trees of Guam to the 


ocean breakers. , 


He was thinking of the brand-new sections of a complete 
quonset hut that had been dumped into the sea as useless 


surplus property. And he knew that four overworked priests 
trying to serve Guam’s 22,000 na-+ ° 


tive Catholics had been begging 
for a chance to buy surplus quon- 
set huts for chapels. 


Out of 22 Catholic- churches on 
Guam in peace-time, 20 had been 
destroyed during recapture of the 
island by U. S. Forces in 1944. 

“T can’t figure it out,” repeated 
the Marine, as he recalled seeing 
island government workmen build- 
ing a new church for five non- 
Catholic families in a place where 
700 Guamanians had only a half- 
finished church that they them- 
selves had to erect as best they 
could. 

Guam is under the Navy Depart- 
ment, which conducts island af- 
fairs through a military govern- 
ment. All construction is under 
government control. Appealing for 
churches to replace those de- 
stroyed, the Capuchin Fathers have 
encountered heartbreaking delays. 
The government says that it is re- 
luctant to go into construction of 
this kind, but the Marine has just 
seen it erecting two fine buildings 
for softdrink concerns. 

Transportation, too, is virtually 
a government monopoly on Guam. 
The four priests pay 12 cents a mile 
each to ride in a jeep to the var- 
ious villages for Sunday Masses. 
Waiting time costs 90 cents an 
hour. Thus one priest’s Sunday 
morning journeys to celebrate three 
Masses for his people may mean a 
bill of five or six dollars. Just now 
Bishop Baumgartner is liable for a 
heavy bill chargeable for his 
priests’ jeep rides to offer their 
Christmas and New Year Masses. 
He has tried in vain to buy sur- 
plus jeeps and trucks. Meanwhile, 
unused vehicles are rusting and 
some have been destroyed as un- 
wanted surplus,

Ziemer Says So

ATHOLIC SCHOOL students, 
through their wartime school 


‘}savings programs, have set_an im- 


pressive record for helping the gov- 
ernment in its fund-raising pro- 
gram. Last schocl-year alone, the 
U. S. Treasury Department re- 
ports, the 2,247,941 Catholic school 
students in America were responsi- 
ble for the sale of $65,659,425 in 
War Bonds and Siamps. Per pupil, 
totals among Catholic schools aver- 
aged about 26.5% above the nation- 
al Bond-buying average for all 
school children in the nation. 

Looking ahead, these 
savings programs contain many 
educational aspects which are im- 
portant to preserve in peacetime. 
Through weekly Stamp Days, chil- 
dren have become skilled in money 
management and arithmetic. They 
have learned to practice self-denial 
and thrift; they have become aware 
of the citizen’s part in government. 
And finally, many of their families 
which had never saved before, uti- 
lized the school savings program 
as a convenienc depository for 
their savings, thus strengthening 
the ties between the school and the 
community. 

Corpus Christi Schou! in New 
York City is a th-iving example of 
the School Savings Plan. The C. C. 
School Bank is operated ‘by the 
5th grade, under teacher-guidance, 
as an integral part of the curricu- 
lum.

HE clergy of the city of South Bend, Indiana, have or- 
ganized to help the suffering people of Europe under the 
slogan “Save Europe Now.” They have issued the following 


Statement which, we believe, 


is worthy of consideration by 


our readers throughout the United States. 
Let us hope that organizations will spring up in other 


cities designed to attain the same 
objectives. 

The Statement reads: 

Appalling news continues. to 
reach us from beyond the Atlantic. 
Human suffering, so frightful dur- 
ing the war, is perpetuated and in 
places aggravated in what should 

a time of peace. To the few 
thousand Jews who have survived 
the Nazi slaughter no prospect for 
a normal future has as yet been 
offered. Among the from ten to 
twenty million people—Poles, Ger- 
mans, Hungarians, inhabitants of 
the Balkan countries—who have 
been forced to leave the territories 
in which their ancestors had lived 
for centuries, misery has reached 
a depth which the human mind is 
hardly able to grasp. Dr. M. R. 
Zigler, of the Brethren Service 
Committee, is authority for the 
statement that “in some European 
districts no child born in 19465 is 
still alive.” It is estimated that in 
eastern German all children under 
two years of age will die in the 
near future, and that children un- 
der ten and old people over sixty 
will not survive the winter and 
spring unless large-scale help is 
forthcoming immediately. English 
sources place the number of those 
who, in Germany alone, may perish 
within a year from starvation and 
disease at upwards of ten million. 


Effective Relief 
In War Areas 


The call to “Save Europe Now” 
has aroused the people of England, 
and caused the government of that 
country to place itself on record 
in favor of effective relief and re- 
construction in the war-torn areas. 
There are strong indications in the 
French press of acute awareness of 
the dangers which events now tak- 
ing place in their most extreme 
form in eastern Germany, and in 
Czechoslovakia, present to the fu- 
ture of Europe as a whole. The

It is characteristic of the moral 
isolation towards which we are 
moving that the world’s leading 
economic journal, the (Londen) 
Economist, commented as follows 
on a memorandum which has had 
great influence on shaping official 
American policy towards Germany: 
“Unfortunately, very few voices 
have been raised to state that. . . 
(this) plan is immoral, uneconomic, 
and unworkable.” Nor has the gen- 
eral public been made aware of 
the fact that General Eisenhower 


./has continuously warned against 


extremist policies in regard to 
Germany. In his final report on 


clearly implied that the Army was 
asked to carry out a policy which 
it had not suggested, and which 
might place it into a difficult posi- 
tion during the winter when, as one 
military source put it, we shall be 
eonfronted with the simple fact 
that “Hungry men are desperate 
men.” It is imperative that we 
turn away from a path marked by 
signs of revenge and move effec- 
tively forward on the road of true 
reconstruction. 


We know that the people of Ame- 
rica have not discarded the ideals 
of America. We call upon the gov- 


the radio to let our fellow citizens 
have the facts in the same way in 
which the people of England and 
of the neutral countries have had 
the facts. In the name of our du- 
ties before God, in the name of our 
responsibilities as the citizens of 
a great democracy, let us help to 
make the truth known. Let our 
government, in deeds as well as in 
‘words, devote itself to a policy of 
true justice, of charity and of 
mercy. Let it re-endorse the poli- 
cies of the Atlantic Charter and of 
the Pattern for Peace. In that way 
alone shall we be able to convince 
our fichting men that they have 
been fighting, and so many of their 
friends dying, for goals worth 
fighting and dying for.

The Use 


Americans have a very strange complex with regard to 
what constitutes learning. They regard literacy, or the abil- 
ity to read and write, as the greatest accomplishment of the 
human being. There is no doubt but that the one unable to 


‘read or write labors under a terrible handicap, but the ability 


to do so does not constitute education. 


Commenting on this idea Frank > 


Sheed, the publisher, wrote some 
time ago: 

“There is a kind of superstition 
about literacy. You are told that 
in one country ninety per cent of 
the people can read and write, 
while, in another, ninety per cent 
cannot. Intellectually the- figures 
mean little. Reading is scarcely 
an intellectual activity at all; the 
power to take the words off a page 
is in itself little more than an extra 
sense. By hearing, for example, 
what is said reaches the brain 
through the ear; by reading what 
is said reaches the brain through 
the eye. The whole question is 
what happens to it when it reaches 
the brain, and literacy statistics 


“Or again, we are delighted that 
so high a proportion of our fel- 
low-countrymen can read. and 
write; it would be too cruel to ask 
what can they write. But even if 
you stop short with the question 
what do they read, the answer is 
not matter for great exultation.” 

It is the use of the faculty of 
reading and writing that is all im- 
portant. Some of our best novelists 
write books and magazine articles 
which contain nothing but moral 


poison, and those who read what 
they write are harmed immensely 
by it. When what they write is 
filmed into movies their nefarious 
productions do harm even in a far 
greater way. 


Even college and university stu- 
dents, who, one would think, should 
learn to think as well as to read, 
do not patronize the few magazines 
designed to promote culture, impart 
information, to assist the reader to 
think clearly. Those magazines 
have the smallest circulation among 
the hundreds. People are more 
interested in the funny page and 
the sports page in the daily paper, 
and in the fiction which appears in 
all too many periodicals. This ex- 
plains why they never have the 
right outlook on life, a proper con- 
cept of morals, and why they re- 
main shallow thinkers. There is 
much “education” imparted in the 
higher schools of learning which 
is undeserving of the name. 

From the kindergarten on, it 
would be very helpful to the future 
of society if teachers urged their 
pupils to read only what is uplift- 
ing and wholesome. If they were 
so taught and later dedicated their 
talents to writing, they would write

The Joyful Mourners 


“Plessed are they that mourn: for they shall be comforted.” 
At first blush, the third beatitude appears to be a contra- 


diction in terms. 


How can a mourner be happy? If he is happy, 


how can he mourn? If he sincerely mourns, how can he have genu- 
ine happiness? Yet, it is sublimely possible for a mourner to be 
happy. When a person at noonday looks into the sky, he sees 


nothing except a vault of blue, 
but if he were to enter the abysmal 
depths of a dark mine, and looked 
uy through the long shaft at the 
g.ime sky and at the same time of 
the day, he would see the sky be- 
spangled with twinkling stars. In 
like manner, tearful eyes become 
crystal lenses that focus heaven 
down to earth. 


Tears And Joy 


The result of a storm is a color- 
ful rainbow that spans the heav- 
ens. Nature is comforted, because 
a rainbow is the result of her tears. 
Concerning nature we can say, 
“Blessed are the tears of nature: 
for she shall be comforted.” And to 
those who mourn, Our Blessed 
Lord said, “Blessed are they that 
mourn: for they shall be comfort- 
ed.” Tears and joy go side by side, 
for in tearful eyes the rainbow 
hides. 

Only when a lily is against a 
dark background is its purity most 
accurately pronounced. Only the 
pain-racked can appreciate the 
blessings of health. Only the pris- 
oner, as he looks through the pris- 
on bars, can fully realize the joy 
of freedom. Similarly, only the 
mourner, through tearful eyes, can 
enjoy the true blessedness.

We enjoy 
the blessings of this beatitude 
when we mourn our sins. We are 
later comforted, if the memory of 
our Iniquities is grievous to us.

Mourn- 
ing for sin is always followed by 
interior gladness. 


A person who mourns his spirit- 
ual weakness is aware that his 
heart should be a temple of noble 
desires, and his mind a temple of 
holy thoughts. At the same time 
he is conscious that he is compar- 
able to a cage of unclean birds. 
As he mourns his spiritual weak- 
ness, his spirituality is being inten- 
sified; his devotion is deepened; his 
love for God is increased, and, as 
a result, the parched garden of his 
heart, whose dryness he deplores, 
bursts forth with flowers of vir- 
tues. Every tear of sorrow that 
‘he sheds is a precious gem in the 
eyes of God. A tear, coming from 
the proper spring of the heart, can 
extinguish the fire of hell for the 
soul and open heaven with all its 
glory. 

Do you know the legend of the 
snowdrop? It is said that when 
Adam and Eve were turned out of 
the Garden of Eden, they found 
themselves in the bitter¥cold and 
everything was covered with snow. 
Eve sat down weeping for her sin 
which had banished her from the 
presence of God. As she wept, one 
of her tears of repentance fell on 
the snow, and up sprang a little 
white flower which Adam called 
“Snowdrop.” Every tear shed for 
our past sins makes our soul look 
like unto a snowdrop—white and 
pure. 

If you were to go to a young 
and frivolous person who is full 
of laughter, full of sunshine, full 
of song, and say to him, “Blessed 
are they that mourn,” he would 
either pity or ridicule you. And if 
you would say, “Blessed are they 
that mourn” to a person who has 
beén tortured by grief, crushed: by 
heavy losses, and soured in spirit, 
your words would act like salt 
water on raw wounds. But if you 
were to go to a person whose eyes 
are cleansed by weeping over past 
sins and human weakness, your 
words would be a blessing anda 
comfort to him. Eyes that are 
cleansed by weeping have a clearer 
vision of, life’s deep mystery. Such 
a person has fully grasped the 
meaning of the third beatitude. 


Comfort Through Tears 


When God has happiness in store 
for us, He invariably sends some 
trial and makes us shed some tears 
to.make us more humble and more 
grateful for His gifts. The Apos- 
tles mourned when Christ ascended 
into heaven, but immediately two 
angels came to comfort them. It 
is true that we love the bright and 
sunny days; yet, we love still more 
the days when the clouds drop 
flakes of snow. It is true that we 
love to stroll along in a garden on 
a rare day in June, but we have a 
greater love for the sweetness and 
freshness of the garden, after a 
shower. In the same way we love 
the sorrowless and tearless days; 
yet, we have experienced that life 
is sweeter after our cheeks were 
channels of flowing tears. : 


No Cross . . No Crown 


This third beatitude should be a 
great consolation to those who 
carry a cross which God has laid 
upon them. We are living in a 
Valley of Tears, we must bear one 
cross or another. The cross which 
God sends to us is never too heavy, 
because He likewise gives us the 
strength to carry it.

Every scene was as plain as if it 
were happening right before their 
eyes, you could tell the beating 
that Jesus received by the wrench- 
ing of her shoulders and muscles 
and you could even visualize when 
Christ asked for water and they 
gave him vinegar. In this part of 
the Passion Theresa spewed and 


flowed freely out of her mouth and 
ran down her neck. Finally she 
laid still as if in torture and she 
started to bleed from her eyes, 
breast and head. It was real blood 
too, her priest told us to go ahead 
and touch it if we wanted to. One 
soldier did. and he left the room 
plenty quick, pale and sick at the 
stomach, It was real blood all 
right, 


All of us lined up outside the 
little house where she lay in her 


bed. Her bedroom was so small 


‘that only ten people could go in 


at the time. The house itself had 
received a direct hit from German 
Artillery when the Americans took 
the town. The shell knocked a big 
hole through the wall just a few 
feet from her bedroom. She at the 
time, however, was safe in the 
cellar of the house. The people of 
Germany claim that this woman, 
Theresa Neumann, was the most 
feared woman in Germany by Hit- 
ler and that he did everything in 
his power to kill her.

Father Chevalier accepted 
the call. The Sacred Heart had 
had Its way! The barriers of one 
country were exchanged for the 
barriers of the globe. Succeeding 
vears found the Missionaries of the 
Sacred Heart seeking the goal of 
their motto, that the Sacred Heart 
be loved “everywhere.”

Dr. Hepbron, Leader In Child 
Welfare 


This morning I heard Dr. J. M. 
Hepbron lecture in Indianapolis on 
“Stemming the Tide of Juvenile 
Delinquency.” Dr. Hepbron is 
chairman of the Maryland State 
commission on juvenile delinquency. 
In the past, before accepting his 
present duties, he was an instruc- 
tor at Johns Hopkins University in 
criminology. 

Dr. Hepbron places the blame for 
juvenile delinquency on _ parents 
and on broken homes. He also 
feels that justice is not inflicted on 
first offenders, as it should be, that 
it may deter from further offenses 
against the law that will lead to 
habitual criminality. He cited many 
instances proving his convictions 
along this line. 

This experienced leader in child 
welfare, who is conversant with the 
police methods and penal systems 
in many foreign countries as well 
as practically all the states in the 
United States, has found that we 
are distressingly in the lead of oth- 
er countries in juvenile delinquency. 
Our near neighbor, Canada for in- 
stance, has a strict law enforce- 
ment and a consequent smaller per- 
centage of delinquency in youth, 


Four Helpful Suggestions 


Dr. Hepbron offered four sug- 
gestions to parents which should 
help to keep youth straight and 
happy. He said young people re- 
quire: Purposeful living—Creative 
work—Good environment and hap- 
py homelife—Religious training.

Some of you women don’t know 
the feel of money. 1 think that 
many of you are subjected to this 
lack of consideration and justice by 
husbands who have formed some 
lsort of notion that you are still 
infants who may swallow pennies 
‘and choke to death. 


' There have come to my attention 
| from time. to time stories of wom- 
en who have beautiful homes, love- 
ly garments, and everything ma- 
terial their hearts desire with the 
exception that friend husband never 
puts any money into their hand- 
bags. Now to carry a beautiful bag 
with a secure coin purse and a 
beautiful bill-fold, and know there 
is not a copper any place in the 
bag must make a wife feel quite 
infantile. 


American husbands are usually 
generous with their wives. Some 
wives are spendthrifts,-but I be- 
lieve the majority will conserve if 
the husbands will take their women 
into their confidence. 


Christian marriage is a_ holy 
Sacrament. It is also a contract. 
There is a practical element in it. 
Husband and Wife are one. In the 
management of their household 
they should also be one. Each 
earns a living if there is team- 
work. The husband goes into the 
world and actually brings in the 
dollars, but the helpful wife makes | = 
a home for him, cares for the chil- 
dren, and is busy from stn up 
until late in the night. I am not 
discussing the few. wealthy men 
who provide an-abundance of help- 
ers for their wives, but the ordi- 
nary family. (Incidentally, these 
| ordinary families have the great- 
est opportunity for happiness 
through working together, through 
sharing, and through planning). 
Now it is inconceivable that a 
faithful wife is not invited to be 
a partner in her husband’s busi- 
ness, a contributor to his success, 
and a (visible) sharer in his earn- 
ings, if she has common sense. 


So in full friendliness it is sug- 
gested that husbands see to it that 
their wives are not embarrassed 
before their friends. For justice 
sake, give them bus fare, change 
for the soda fountain, and oppor- 
tunity to shop where you have no 
charge account. In fact, charge 
accounts are often bad business. 
Wives may run up bills, willy 
nilly, and husbands will pay, even 
though they don’t trust them with 
money. The system is wrong.

Trust your wives. Teach them 
business tactics. Make them your 
parthers in all things.

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Patriarchate On 
Intimate Terms 


With Moscow 


New York, Jan, 28 —(NC)— 
The Moscow Patriarchate is to- 
day on intimate terms with* the 
Soviet Government, makes violent 
attacks upon the Church and the 
Supreme Pontiff and tries to al- 
ienate members of the Eastern 
Rite Churches from their union 
with Rome, a speaker over the 
Vatican Radio is quoted as say- 
ing by the Foreign Broadcast In- 
telligence Service of the VU. S. 
Wor Department. 

“The Patriarchate has taken up 
the fight against Eastern’ Rite 
Catholics in the territories sub- 
ject to the Soviet rulers,” the 
speaker said, ‘Patriarch Alexius 
has openly appealed to Ruthenian 
Catholics to break away from the 
Church, and the people are sub- 
ject to the most severe pressure.” 

The speaker called upon his 
listeners to pray during the Church 
Unity Octave ‘with special fervor 
for the Eastern Catholics, whose 
distress is great, and for the re- 
turn of all those still standing 
aloof from the Catholic Church.” 


It is stated that “the program 
constitutes in no sense a reversal 
or change in policies previously 
formulated and announced by this 
Government,” and that “the pro- 
gram must not be considered a 
charitable undertaking to assist 
Germany and Japan.” It is ex- 
plained that “we expect to get 
paid for the cotton.” 


The thought that occurred to us 
is this: Why should it be deemed 
necessary (and actually considered 
a “selling” point) to explain to the 
American public that the United 
States ig not guilty of showing 
charity? Who is ashamed of it? 
The people, or the Government?

President Bestows 
Honor Medal On 
Fr. J. T. O'Callahan 


Washington, Jan. 28 —(NC)— | 


A Catholic priest became the 
first Chaplain in American history 
to receive the Congressional Med- 
al of Honor when President Har- 
ry S. Truman, placed the light 
blue ribbon of that decoration 
about the neck of Father Joseph 
Timothy O'Callahan, S.J., at the 
White House on January 23. 

Before placing the ribbon of the 
Congressional Medal of Honor 
about the throat of Father O'Cal- 
lahan, President Truman read the 
following citation: 

“For conspicuous gallantry and 
intrepidity ot the risk of his life 
above and beyond the call of duty 
while serving as Chaplain on board 
the USS FRANKLIN when that ves- 
se! was fiercely attacked by enemy 
Japanese aircraft during offensive 
operations near Kobe, Japan, on 
March 19, 1945. A valiant and 
forceful leader, calmly braving the 
perilous barriers of flame and twist- 


ed metal to aid his men and his 
ship, Lieutenant Commander O'Cal- 
lahan groped his way through 
smoke-filled corridors to the open 
flight. deck and into the midst of 
violently exploding bombs, shells, 
rockets and other armament, With 
the ship rocked by incessant ex- 
plosions, with debris and _ frag- 
ments raining down and fires rag- 
ing in ever increasing fury, he 
ministered to the wounded and 
dying, comforting and encourag- 
ing men of all faiths; he organized 
and led fire-fighting crews into the 
blazing inferno on the flight deck; 
he directed the jettisoning of live 
ammunition and the flooding of 
the magazine; he manned a hose 
to cool hot, armed bombs rolling 
dangerously on the listing deck, 
continuing his efforts despite sear- 
ing, suffocating smoke which 
forced men to fall back gasping 
and imperiled others who replaced 
them. Serving with courage, for- 
titude and deep spiritual strength, 
Lieutenant Commander O’Callahan 
inspired the gallant officers and 
of the FRANKLIN to fight 
heroically and with profound faith 
in the face of almost certain death 
and to return their stricken ship to 
port.”” 


4th War Relief 
Food Shipment 
Goes To Belgium

New York, Jan. 28—(NC) — A 
consignment of 101,000 pounds of 
canned goods, destined for Belgium, 
has left New York harbor aboard 
the SS Empire Pakeha, the fourth 
shipment from supplies collected 
in the Food for the War Stricken 


campaign conducted by War Re- 
lief Services - National Catholic 
Welfare Conference, it has been 
announced here. 

War Relief Services also an- 
nounced that contributions still are 
being received at the New York 
warehouse and that there has been 
no noticeable diminishing in the 
amounts. An average of 350,000 
pounds is being processed and fa- 
cilitated daily, the announcement 
stated. 


One of the largest single items 
yet received from the campaign is 
535,000 pounds of enriched wheat 
flour from North Dakota, which 
meets all government regulations 
and can be stored without deterior- 
ation. From the same locality also 
came 11,465 cans of food with a 
notice that as far as the contribu- 
tors are concerned, the campaign 
is nowhere near completed. The 
campaign has been conducted in 
15,000 parishes and more than 
20,000,000 cans of foodstuffs have 
been contributed.

Reds Rapidly 
Sovietizing East 
Poland Provinces 


Curtain Of Silence 
Blocks News; Travel 
Strictly Forbidden 


Amsterdam, Jan. 28.— (NC) — 
The “curtain of silence” that blocks 


jout any news from the eastern 


provinces of Poland, ceded to the 
Soviets under the Yalta agree- 
ments, is no mere figure of speech, 
but actually a long line of fortifi- 
cations, according to news received 
here. 

The so-called Curzon Line, now 
the boundary between Poland and 
the Soviet Union, has been heavily 
fortified, these reports state. A 55 
yard-wide strip: of land, running 
along the border, has been plowed 
and carefully raked so that every 
footprint is easily noticeable, 
\/atchtowers, equipped with search- 
lights, have been erected at strate- 
gic points. The frontier is patroled 
day and night by Red Army guards 
with bloodhounds. Bridges across 
the Bug River, which were destroy- 
ed during the war, are not being 
recon*tructed; only a few pontoon 
boi74+es serve to maintain 
munications needed for strictly 
rlitary purposes. 

All civilian passage from west to 
east is strictly forbidden and no 
passes are being issued. The So- 
viets are obviously determined to 
prevent any outside observer from 
entering the territory, which is 
being rapidly sovietized. The op- 
pression of the Ruthenian Church, 
recently denounced in the latest 
encylical of Pope Pius XII, is part 
of this sovietization process. 

The only civilian traffic moves 
from east to west. Untold thou- 
sands of Poles, inhabitants of the 
area for many generations, are 
being “persuaded” to give up their 
farms, their homes and businesses 


and to move westward into the dis- 
tricts of eastern Germany which 
under the Yalta pact have been 
given to Poland in compensation 
for the territories she has lost to 
the. Russians. 

These Poles left their old homes, 
filled with promises of the prosper- 
ous future that awaits them in the 


come- 


newly acquired, former German 
provinces. But many of these “re- 
settlers” never see their new 


home. They die of cold and star- 
vation and disease and are buried 


‘along some railroad siding. 


They had started their journey 
in cold freightears, filled with 
household goods, cows, hens, geese, 
perhaps even a pig or two. 

The trains move slowly through 
the bleak countryside. In some in- 
stances that have been related here, 
a journey which under normal cir- 
cumstances would take no more 
than 24 hours lasted six and eight 
weeks. 

One British observer, accom- 
panying a transport of re-settlers, 
reported that in one night six 
young children died in the arms of 
their mothers. They were piled on 
to a farm wagon to be buried in 
some paupers’ grave while the 
weeping mothers continued their 
slow journey westward, 

There are now three vast west- 
ward* movements of populations 
under way in Europe. From some- 
where in the interior of Russia 
thousands of peasants move west 
into the newly-acquired areas of 
Poland. The Poles who formerly 
inhabited these districts also move 
west into the “New Poland” which 
is to arise on former German soil. 
And the Germans, who had occu- 
pied these provinces along the Oder 
and Neisse for many generations, 
are also on the move westward, 
seeking a new home in the already 
densely populated districts of cen- 
tral and western Germany. 

These tremendous shifts of popu- 
letions in the wake of the war are, 
in tk» view of many observers, one 
of the gravest obstacles to the re- 
con*truction of Europe. The out- 
side world hears very little about 
the sufferings these mass m . 
tions entail, but they may well be 
on a par with, if not more s@v 
than, those caused by m 
| operations.

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50,000 Children Of Gath 
In St. Peter's, Hear Pope Thank 
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UNRRA For Relief Of Suffering 


Vatican City, Jan. 27.—(By Radio, NC)—St. Peter’s 
Basilica was the scene of one of the most remarkable gather- 
ings in its long history, when 50,000 happy and cheering chil- 
dren heard His Holiness Pope Pius XII give public thanks 
to the United Nations Relief and Rehabilitation Administra- 
tion and affiliated welfare agencies for the aid they have 


brought to the children of Italy 
and other war-ravaged countries. 

The audience for the children, 
who had come from all parts of the 
Eternal City, had been arranged Ly 
the Catholic Charities office of the 
Diocese of Rome, in cooperation 
with UNRRA, War Relief Services- 
National Catholic Welfare Confer- 
ence, the American Red Cross and 
many other charitable organiza- 
tions. 

Spurgeon M. Keeny, chief of the 
Italian mission of UNRRA, many 
diplomats accredited to the Holy 
See, representatives of the Italian 
Government, and Msgr. Thomas F. 
Markham, representing War Re- 
lief Services-N.C.W.C. in Italy, 
witnessed the striking demonstra- 
tion. 

The face of the Holy Father re- 
fiected his happiness when - he 
greeted the children, telling them 
that they symbolized the millions 
of children throughout the world 
who have suffered during the war 
and now depend on the noble char- 
ity of the world for relief and as- 
sistance. 

As their spokesman, he said, he 
wished to address al] their bene- 
factors with the words of Jesus, 
“Amen I say to you, as long as 
you did it for one of these, the 
least of my brethren, you did it 
for me,” as a public acknowledg- 
ment of their merciful work. 

“Beloved children,” the Pontiff 
counseled, “pray that men may not 
be deaf to the voice of Christ, but 
that they may listen to His words 
and allow themselves to be re- 
kindled by the divine goodness of 
Him who loves men so much and 
Who, with arms outstretched on the 
Cross, wishes to attract all men 
unto Himself.” 

Continuing In English, the Pope 
addressed these words to the rep- 
resentatives of the relief agencies: 
“The cry of the children is rising 
over the lands made desolate by the 
war. Hungry, cold, crippled, they 
are calling—alas, in vain—for the 
mother who would feed and clothe 
them, for the gentle hand that 
would soothe their aching, tired 
bodies.

The Convent is also 
very nice, and you might know we 
make it sort of a “hangout,” es- 
pecially during these bitter cold 
days, mainly because we always 
find a nice hot, steaming cup of 
coffee waiting for us. Father West, 
whom you probably remember 
from being at Baer Field, is also 
here with me in the city, he being 
stationed at the 6th Station Hos- 
pital. So we are proud of “our” 
cathedral, and share.«sort of a 
joint pastorship. We were able to 
have Midnight Mass and it was 
overcrowded. With the help of 
some of my boys, we built a 
beautiful crib, the picture of which 
I’m enclosing. So our Christmas 
here had quite a touch of home to 
it. 

We have High Mass every Sun- 
day at ten o’clock, then a low 
Mass at four-thirty in the after- 
noon. Usually there are a host of 
confessions. We had to follow this 
arrangement because the Koreans 
have their masses at eight and 
nine. In addition to the church, I 
have a very nice private chapel 
here beside my office. So the facili- 
ties are wonderful, in comparison 
to what we have been used to. 

Incidentally, I received some be- 
lated copies of the Sunday Visitor, 
(mail has been bad) and finally I 
notice everyone has been working 
towards the Seminary Fund, which 
makes me look like a “slacker.” So 
in order to bring myself to task, 
I’m inclosing a check for one hun- 
dred and fifty dollars as a joint 
donation, the other person contri- 
buting wishes to remain anony- 
mous. 

So with a wish for a happy new

This would mean a total circu- 
lation of 100,000,000 Catholic pa- 
pers every week at a cost of two 
dollars a year for each subscrip- 
tion, and an average of twenty 
subscriptions a year donated by 
the earning population among our 
Catholics. If the spirit of liberal- 
ity were aroused in our people, 
such a plan could devise a means 
of allocating the donated subscrip- 
tions, especially to the areas that 
have a population two per cent 
Catholic or less. 

Such an apostolate would pre- 
sent the Catholic Church in action 
to every reading American citi- 
zen in the country through the 
dignified channel of the United 
States mails and without any stud- 
ied effort to propagandize any 
nerson. The simple record of what 
the Church is doing every week 
in every country of the world 
would reveal the record that our 
soldiers and sailors read in the 
lives of the missionaries and their 
native flocks in far-away Asia, Af- 
rica, Australia, and Oceania.

Choosing One's 
Companions 


In the Book of Proverbs we read 
the following gem of wisdom: “He 
that walketh with the wise, shall 

wise: a friend of fools, shall be- 
come like to them.” Prov. 13, 20. 
Thus does the sacred writer cau- 
tion us to use extreme care in our 
choice of companions. 

Companions wield a vital influ- 
ence in shaping one’s conduct for 
good or evil. If one’s companions 
are high minded individuals, they 
ean be a powerful influence for 
good; if not, they can be a source 
of bad influence. A simple and 
conclusive test of this is ready at 
hand in the answer to the ques- 
tion: What effect have my com- 
panions upon my choice of language 
when I am in their company? 

It is a natural tendency of hu- 

man beings to seek the companion- 
ship of others. We are naturally 
attracted to people of our own age 
group, to people of similar likes 
and dislikes, to people of similar 
interests. While this tendency car- 
ries on even into maturity, it is 
especially noticeable in the forma- 
tive years of adolescence and of 
youth. These are the years when 
youth stands in need of proper 
uidance in its choice of compan- 
onship. At no other age is one 
more open to the power of sug- 
gestion for good or for evil. 

Those entrusted with the care of 
youth must supply the proper di- 
ection. In the first place it is 

ighly important that parents ex- 
ereise a close supervision over their 
children’s choice of companions. 
Parents should be encouraged to 
make their home a meeting place 
for a boy’s or a girl’s friends. This 
will afford parents the opportunity 
of passing judgment on their son’s 
Saag egg choice of companions. 
Then, too, youth should seek their 
rents’ approval and follow their 
Serents? judgment.
